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INTRODUCTION 



To give an overview of the literature available on chlorinated dibenzodioxins and related 
compounds this bibliography has been compiled from searches collected from selected 
data bases which include the following;

In addition, major reports and articles were scanned for additional references. An effort 
was made to delete items of marginal interest but the mention of "dibenzodioxins" was 
considered sufficient to include the title. Scientific and more popular literature have 
been included with no distinction made between them. The reader should be aware that 
not all references have been checked, and, in some cases, the citation provided is not 
complete. 

The bibliography has been divided into eleven broad subject categories whose scope is 
indicated in the table of contents. Items are listed alphabetically by personal author 
within those divisions. When a work had more than three authors, only the first was cited 
followed by "et al.". If no personal author was named, the institution of origin was 
treated as author. Anonymous works whose provenance was not evident have been filed 
under the title. The author index includes all authors that appear in this bibliography. 
Narrower subject access is provided by the keyword title index made from selected words 
in the titles.
